The Organization Is Formed Upon 
Lines Closely Following That 
Society 
of 
George 
Washington’s Day.

L. Al. Barber, collector of inter- 
all the officers enrolled in the Unit­ 
ed States reserve corps have been 
invited to see to it that as many 
of them as possible be made mem­ 
bers of tho Society of American 
Officers before they are 
sent 
to 
serve with the American army in 
France. These officers include the 
men who were trained in aud re­ 
ceived their commissions from such 
camps as those at Plattsburg, N. Y.. 
and at other points. 
In a statem ent issued by the So­ 
ciety of American Officers, the fam­ 
ilies of all the officers of the re­ 
serve corps are invited to send in 
applications in behalf of their offi­ 
cers, giving their full names, ad­ 
dresses and the branch of service 
in which they 
are 
commissioned. 
The announcement is 
made 
that 
“any officer who has been commis­ 
sioned by a state or federal govern­ 
ment is eligible 
for 
membership, 
which he retains for life unless dis­ 
honorably discharged of convicted 
of a felony.” 
“This 
society,” 
the 
statem ent 
says, “founded upon lines closely 
^following that of 
the 
celebrated 
Society of the Cincinnati of Wash­ 
ington’s day, undertakes to Keep a 
likeness of every member and a 
subsequent running record both of 
his origin, his experience and his 
military career tor the balance of 
his life. 
“The sovietV is a purely patriotic 
one. its entrance fee is but three 
dollars and its dues are only one 
dollar yearly.
